It won fora time, but the 
express company has learned the game, 
and now immensely valuable packages 
sent to small country offices are not 
kept where they can be stolen. Ilenco 
the precaution of tho route agent saved 
the company the IOM of several thous 
ands dollars on a snMe package.

Monday morning opened the fourth and 


last week of the teachers' institute, with 
about half of the members present at the 
opening exercises. Many dropped in af- 
terward, and by the time the forenoon 
session was half gone nearly all were in 
attendants. The work, so far as can be 
judged, ia progressing as rapidly as would 
be expected, and a greater earnestness is 
displayed by all, especially those expect- 
ing to be examined at the close of the 
session. And while the greater number 
expect to'.be examined,and perhaps attend- 
ed tbe session on purpose to prepare for 
examination, yet there are a number who 
desired to advance themselves not only 
in those studies required by law, but 
hare gone beyond this and takes up 
work that is not merely for obtaining a 
first or second grade [certificate, but that 
they might be wiser and better teachers, 
and better qualified to fill their responsi- 
ble positions. For this ^reason we think 
that the addition of chemistry, algebra 
and physical geography to the studies 
pursued this year, is a very commendable 
improvement. 
The number pursuin| 


these studies is small, but tbe interest and 
enthusiasm shown will warrant us in say- 
ing that by most the subject is eagerly 
pursued. Mr. Brown, who has charge of 
chemistry, has feught by actual experi 
ment, thus giving many of those in the 
class a knowledge which they could not 
otherwise have gained. In botany, MisB 
Irwin's class is busily employed at analy 
sis of flowers. We noticed on Tuesday 
that all were at work on what some found 
afterward to be "cassia charnsecrista," ot 
so it was stated in the class. 


Mr. Trainer remarked to the first his 


tory class that be was candidly of the 
opinion that some bad not read Tuesday' 
lesson, but the manner in which he pro 
scnted it gave all a good outline, so tha, 
the "arrow" waa traced very well through 
the Indian Wars-.

Fig Lead Frwn Smoke. 


By an ingenious process, pig lead 


may, it seems, be produced from smoke 
In the proeeis of smelting the ore, a 
great deal of it, as i« known, escaped in 
the form of lead fames—the new pro- 
cess being devised with a view to catch- 
ing this smoke, and, by passing it 
through an almost endless line of pipes 
of sheet iron and woolen bags, condense 
it. The result is the successful con- 
densing of the smoke or lead fumes in 
to the metallic lead, the game as steam 
is converted into water. The product 
ot the fumes is a bluish, impalpable 
powder, which makes a sp'endid blue 
paint, pronounced equal to the eirrodid 
article 
For the purpose of nuking it 


white, furnaces are employed, and the 
blue product, with the aid of an intense 
beat, is again changed into lead fumes 
—these being once more condensed, and 
coming out pure white lead. In the 
operation of thus transforming the blue 
lead into fumes, the object had in view 
is to subliuiize it all, but the heat is not 
sufficiently powerful to do so
